It’s very tough for them,” 
says Theodore Reich, M.D. 
psychiatrist-in-chief at Jewish 
Hospital at the Washington Univer- 
sity Medical Center. 

“They don't have as many 
resources as men, and because there 
is still more of a stigma against 
women alcoholics, they don’t 
receive the same kind of family 












kz Reich and his associate, 
Robert Cloninger, M.D., Jewish 
Hospital, psychiatrist, have worked 
on family research studies on 
alcoholism. Until recently, research 
has indicated that women developed 
drinking problems at later ages than 
fen, usually in their 40s.

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the blood to the penis may be blocked or nar- 
rowed and unable to supply enough blood to 
the organ. 

A variety of diseases or conditions can 
cause impotence, including diabetes 
mellitus. In fact,nearly 50 percent of all 
adult male diabetics are impotent or have 
complaints in obtaining satisfactory erec- 
tion. Other conditions include previous 
stroke, alcoholism or excessive alcohol in- 
take, multiple sclerosis or renal or liver 
disease. In some cases, low levels of the male 
hormone testosterone result in lowered libido 
(sexual desire) and complaints of impotence. 

Medications, too, may cause problems 
with sexual function. Antidepressants, as 
well as many of the blood pressure medica- 
tions_and a variety of tranquilizers, can 
desensitize or block nerve impulses from the 
brain to the penis or diminish blood flow and 
result in impotency. The first task for the 
doctor is to find the underlying problem. 

‘“‘When a man comes to the office com- 
plaining of impotence, we first look at family 
medical history and conduct a physical ex- 
amination aid Dr. John Daniels. and endo- 
crinologist/diabetologist. “*‘In most in- 
stances, a history and physical will indicate 
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Dr. Robert the cause. For example,” undiagnosed 
diabetes is the culprit in nearly 20 percent of 
the cases.” 

A psychologic questionnaire can be used to 





screen patients for underlying emotional pro- 
blems such as depression or stress that 
might be inhibiting brain impulses to the 
nerves. 

Following the initial screening, a home test 
to scan erection patterns — or the absence of 
erections during sleep cycles may be per- 
- formed. Men with true impotence have a loss 
of normal erection during sleep 

In this test, the patient takes home a small 
computerized recorder — about the size of a 
small cassette tape player. While the patient 
sleeps, two leads running from the recorder 
to two expandable bands encircling the penis 
record the number of nocturnal erections and 
measure the degree of tumescence/rigidity. 

“The average healthy male experiences 
four to six erections during a normal sleep 
cycle,” said Daniels. “‘If men altain normal 
tumescence and rigidity in their sleep we

Dr. Reich emphasizes that even in 
families in which the male is an 
alcohol abuser, women are affected 
“In the female alcoholic population, 
40 percent of husbands ure alcohol 
abusers,” he notes. ‘‘But in the male 

alcoholic population, only 9 percent 
are married to women who drink.”

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Penile prostheses to simulate 
erection are one viable alternative 
for some men suffering from disease 
or other physical conditions which 
result in impotence. 

Developed about 30 years ago and 
seldom used today, rigid implants 
consists of two plastic rods that are 
surgically. implanted in the curpus 
cavernosum, the tube-like passages 
within: the penis that normally fill 
with blood during erection. Though 
effective and safe, most men prefer 
the less-awkward and more comfor- 
table implants that offer alter- 
natives to permanent erection. 

The semi-rigid implants also are 
surgically implanted in the penis but 
are made of braided silver wire 
wrapped around a malleable coil 
and encased in silicone.

For other conditions, a vasodilator or 
smooth muscle relaxant can be injected 
directly in the base of the penis by a urologist 
in the office or by the patient at home im- 
mediately before sexual intercourse.
